The inguest was bogun at 10 o'elock |

Mr. Lyon =tuted that Adamns had
compluined of ilnes<duriagthe forenoon
ant l||nll taken Lis b, That eveting
Lyon miade 1o Adam« o verbal statenient
of his delingnency in rent and the latter

The jury demanded that Messrs, Stell-
ing and Smith  be subpomaed, and wd-
journment wns taken until & o'cloek,
when the inguest was  resumed in the
estabilishipent of Deexel & Maul, whither
the corpde hnd meanwhile been remoyed,

Augustus Sinth, elerk in the oflice of
the ehief engineer at army hewdguarters,

Asked if Adams evor spoke of Stolling,
witness said: At times, and always in
the highest terms. 1 never heaprd My,
Adams mention the matter of cither the
will or insuranee poliey, bat I heard of
these things on the outside, awl Mr. Stel-
ling told ane that both had been made out
by Adnmis in his (Stelling's) fuvor

Frank Stelling, the young baiik teller,
of whom Adins Deeanne so steangely en

was introduced to Adms and sat with him
atthe table.  Next evening at Mr. Adnms’
invitation 1 ealledat his room in company
with Robert Weidensall, and staid there
until 10 o'clock.  After that time our je-
quaintande  wis  quite intimate,  Huo
called frequentiy at the bunk with car-
pinges arnd cuttors and ook we riding, 1
frequently called at raons of even-
ings, and within o week he presented me
with a handsome shaving ease, which he

Repeatedly  sineo then he  gave
me articles from time to
time which he  pressed upon me
despite miy refusals. He assurcd me that
he could afford it, telling me that he
received remittanees of F100 or more
